ferences held between President Tuttle 
of the Boston and Maine railroad, Mr. 
Ledyard, representing the American 
Express company's holdings of stock 
on its directorate, and Governor Crane, 
a formal offer was made by the Maine 
Interests for the shares of Pitchburg 
railroad common stock owned by the 
state. 
The governor and council, after 


a long meeting, voted to recommend to 
the legislature that this offer be ac- 
cepted. 


The action of the govprnor and his 


council was somewhat unexpected, in 
view of thsir refusal only a week ago 
to express any view whatever on a 
proposed lease between the two great 
properties, and of the action of the 
state directors against such a lease. A 
substantial offer was made yesterday, 
however, to the governor for the 50,- 
000 shares of the common stock of the 
road, which the state has held as se- 
curity for the cash advanced in the build- 
ing of the familiar Hoosac tunnel, and 
after consulting and obtaining the ap- 
proval of the council^ the governor con- 
sented to sell the stock and take in pay- 
ment $5,000,000 In 3 percent 50-year gold 
bonds of the Boston and Maine railroad. 
As a proviso, however, the governor 
stipulated that the legislature must ap- 
prove of this sate, and the subsequent 
lease. 


In view of the proposed lease of the 


Boston and Albany to the New York 
Central, which Is also before the legis- 
lature for approval, the notion of thp 
governor and his copncll is generally 
regarded as a shrewd business move. 


In brief, the state trustees, backed 


by the governor and council, have suc- 
ceeded In obtaining pfcr for stock, which, 
only a week ago, was quoted at 30, and 
have substituted for a non-dividend 
paying security bonds paying a yearly 
interest of 3 percent. Whether the gov- 
ernor and council had the right to mak< 
such a transaction, In view of an act 
of 1893, intended to prevent such a dis- 
position of the securities an the gov- 
ernor sanctioned yesterday, remains fur 
the legislature to say, and it is generally 
conceded that the move was a good onr> 
and that the- action will be ratified by 
the general.ootirt.

was dead, but were startled to learn 
that a polygamist had been elected to 
represent that state in congress. His 
address WES not a model of delicacy, 
but it was given considerable applause.

HON. C. B. LANDIS. 


Mr. Landis' remarks gave the galler- 


ies more genuine delight than anything 
that has been heard in mouths, and the 
doorkeepers had little success in re- 
straining the gallery occupants from fol- 
lowing the example of the members on 
the floor in bestowing generous ap- 
plause. 
The speech was not a model of 


delicacy. 
It described 
in a jocular 


manner the way that the apo?t'es and 
saints of the Mormon church had broken 
their agreement with the United States 
government, by taking up one by cm*: 
the signers of the petition for amnesty 
and tracing their records since that time 
as to conjugal relations. 


Mr. Landis is a western journalist, and 


he utilized his art by making an effective 
display of the data at his command. He 
said there had been univeisal rejoicing 
in the land in 1896, when Utah had been 
admitted as a state into1 the: Union.. 
The people of the United States thought 
that the birth of the'state worked the 
death of the system of polygamy. 
Yet 


they were startled to learn in 189S that 
Utah had elected as her sole representa- 
tive in the house a polygamist, and that 
he was moving upon Washington -with 
a plurality of wives and a multiplicity 
of children. 


Mr. Landds resented, as unworthy of 


belief the charge made,,he said, by Sena- 
tpr Rawlins that the president had ap- 
pointed notorious polygamists to office. 
The senator might as well accuse tha 
house of endorsing polygamy sine? it 
passed a bill appropriating $40,000 for the 
agricultural college at Logan, Utah. 
"The president of that college," said he, 
"is a polygamist, living in open and 
notorious polygamy with three wives. 
One of his l*ading professors is a poly- 
gamist, living: with two wives. The 
trustee is a ; <* g-amist, living- in open 
and notorious polygamy with seven 
wives, and they have blessed him with 
39 children. The president is innocent 
and we are innocent because we put 
faith in the pledge and promise of the 
pious covenant breakers."

The Fntnre Population of Siberia. 
This is a question upon which much 


has been said and written, some writ- 
ers taking the stand that Siberia is to 
have a population of 60,000,000 or 80,- 
000,000 within the next 100 years, 
while others hold this view is a gross 
exaggeration. 


A writer of the latter belief, Annini- 


us Yambery, using The 'Pall Mall Mag- 
azine as a medium, has this to say on 
the subject: "With regard to the future 
colonization of this outlying portion 
of the empire of the czar, there is no 
doubt that an unmistakable gain will 
be derived, for the growth of the pop- 
ulation in Siberia, where an area of 
13,400,000 square miles is inhabited by 
only 7,100,000 souls and where the ex- 
traordinary wealth in minerals, woods 
and arable land still awaits exploita- 
tion, will certainly proceed with great- 
er strides than heretofore.

A Traveler'! Interesting Experience 


With aa Afrikander Family—Their 
Fine Pliy«i<iue—N'utnre of the Land 
and Its Productu—Strauge Family 
Residence—A. Cnrlon* Social Anom- 


aly. 
The way in -which the -writer comes 


to know anvthing of the Boer and his 
country from a personal point of view 
may be stated in a few words. Al- 
most a quarter of a century ago he 
sailed from Southampton, England, ior 
a year and a half of travel. The first 


5 intention was to visit India. To do 


that about the quickest way was to go 
to Caye Town and there take a steamer 
to Calcutta. His connection was miss- 
ed by about 12 hours. There was no 
possible way to leave Cape Town for 
India under 10 or 12 days. So It was 
a good opportunity to see something of 
the interior of South Africa. 
Armed 


with two letters to prominent Boer 
gentlemen (one was to the "field cor- 
net," or local commander of the militia 
of his district), the scribe went by rail 
to De Aar, thence by a stage line— 
operated by three smart Americans— 
nearly to what is now Kirnberley, or 
about 700 miles into the ulterior of 
South Africa. 


The country is more nearly like what 


was once called in our geographies the 
Great American desert than any region 
of the United States. The Transvaal 
proper is about as large in area as Tex- 
as. It is a high, dry and semibarren 
country. 
The streams are fed from 


great springs (rising in the various 
mountain ranges that make up the 
Drakenbergs), and in the hot season 
both g«t very low. Along the rivers 
there is a fine belt of alluvial land 
from a mile to a mile and a half in ex- 
tent. There is no better land on the 
globe than this. But the high lands— 
the veldt—are like the sagebrush coun- 
try of the west. In a few instances, 
where high land has been irrigated 


I well, it has astonished the country. 


' In the rainy season, late in our fall, 
the grass springs upland grows with 
wonderful luxuriance. Three days aft- 
er the rains begin you would never 
know the country. It becomes a love- 
ly, tender green, covered with some- 
thing like our western "buffalo grass," 
l1^ inches high. 
After the rains ev- 


erything grows with marvelous rapidi- 
ty. The three months of almost daily 
rain has wetted the earth thoroughly. 
Speaking of the river bottoms, the 
writer was assured that 00 bushels of 
wheat (a grain very like the Red Med- 
iterranean, grown all through Mary- 
land and Virginia) per acre was not 
deemed remarkable. Indian corn, call- 
ed "mealies" by the Boers, grows well 
and is a staple crop.' With the cli- 
mate about like that from southern 
Kansas to the Arizona border cotton 
should do well in South Africa. 
But 


it doesn't. It has been tried. It runs 
to "weed," grows 15 or 10 feet high 
and produces an immense treelike 
plant nnd but very little cotton, and 
the bolls fall off in dry seasons. So it 
doesn't pay. 


The experience with the Boer was 


interesting. While in the interior the 
writer staid at a house occupied by 
ten people—the father aud mother and 
eight children, five sous and three 
daughters. 
There is < no race in the 


world that is as tall as the South Afri- 
can Dutchman. 
The father of this 


household must have been 6 feet 2, 
and his sons were all 6 feet, and the 
youngest, not yet finished growing, 
promised to be more than that. The 
girls were fine, large women, of superb 


i figure, who could ride like arnazons 


and shoot quite as fast and straight as 
their brothers. For the reason that 
their guest knew no Dutch, except to 
ask for something to eat and to make 
his way in traveling, and the girls had 
no English, the conversation between 
them and their visitor was necessarily 
restricted. The father and his 6 feet 
2 eldest bom, "Grost Piet" (Big Peter), 
spoke English pretty well, and if you 
talked slowly they could understand 
about all that was said to them. They 
tre generally a -very silent race. But 
occasionally, when they became inter- 
»sted, they talked well nnd freely. 


One night when the assembled fami- 


ly was present their visitor said some- 
thing about the other Dutch colony, 
which 240 years ago (in the same 
month that the ancestors of the Cape 
Dutch left for Africa) had sailed for 
the Island of Manhattan and the banks 
of the river named for its discoverer, 
Hudson. "Why, Manhattan Island now 
holds the fair queen city of the new 
world." 
They were intensely inter- 


ested. 
"Why, what do you mean?" 


asked "Grost Piet" after telling his 
brothers and sisters what I had said. 
"Why, 
New York, to be sure." "And

The family residence or liiese people 


was curious. Just how many rooms it 
Lad is uncertain, but about 12 seemed 
to be the figure. The walls were of 
fiun dried brick, very much like the 
southwesiarn and California adobe.

It was roofed 
with some kind of patent roofing, just 
what could not be clearly described.

Finer young men In physique than 


those Boers could not be found any- 
where. They dress just as the ranch- 
men do in Texas and the southwest, 
but without the ever present six shoot- 
er of the latter. The eldest son had 
been to high school at Cape Town and 
was fairly well educated. While the 
others could all read and write, they 
did neither very often. There were 
no newspapers, and four or five books 
on religious subjects comprised the 
family library. 


Living on great farms of from 15,- 


000 to 25,000 and even 40,000 acres, 
unsocial, seeing only few strangers, the 
Boer is intensely mystical. He Is the 
most pronounced of all of old John Cal- 
vin's followers. He believes in fore- 
ordination—that all that happens was 
decreed from the beginning. He thinks 
that he and his are God's chosen peo- 
ple and declares that they have been 
under the Creator's special care for 
over 200 years. He also believes that 
God speaks to his chosen people and 
teaches them in signs and dreams. 


How the present war will end can- 


not be predicted. The Boer is a mount- 
ed infantryman. He has entered up- 
on this war with his usual foresight 
and deliberation and will stay. He 
owns many seasoned horses. If one is 
killed or dies, he can speedily get an- 
other just as good. He can ride all 
around the hot blooded, unseasoned, 
marching British soldier. 
He has 


liorne the danger, the toil and the hard- 
ships of the pioneer for over 200 years. 
His daring spirit has conquered the 
African wilderness and its wild beasts 
and wilder men. As the schoolboy 
said who was directed to compose an 
essay on the customs and manners of 
the inhabitants of one of the British 
isles, 
"Customs 
beastly, 
manners 


none." This covers the Boer case ex- 
actly. He is no drawing room orna- 
ment, but a strong, direct and primi- 
tive man. He loves freedom and is 
terribly ignorant of all passing in the 
rest of the world and curiously unso- 
ciable. His virtues are those of a half 
savage race. Honesty, sobriety, con- 
tinence, hospitality and a splendid self 
reliance. 
He does but little manual 


labor himself, for he has hundreds of 
negroes to do his hard work for him. 
His standard of comforts Is very low. 
He knows nothing of art or literature 
or the higher amenities of civilization 
and will never learn. 
His qualities, 


such as they are, have been hardened 
by a usage of over 200 years. 


What will become of this curious so- 


cial anomaly at the end of the nine- 
teenth century no man living can fore- 
see.—W. H. Robarts, Washington Cor.

Effect Upon Actors of Interruptions From 


the Audience—The Man Who Sneezed. 
May Irwin and "The Widow Jones.' 
Wanted Burr Mclntosh to "Soak Him." 
Players are affected almost as deeply 


by happenings in the audience as is the 
audience by happenings on tho stage. 
Sometimes they are moved to wrath, but 
more frequently to laughter. Occasion- 
ally they are frightened out of their 
lines. 


A man sat in an aisle seat, three rows 


from the front, at a performance of "El 
Capitan" the other night. He was a fat 
man, and ho gave a sneeze suddenly—a 
terrific sneeze. It was followed by an- 
other that shook the plumes on tho big 
hats of the women around and made tho 
lights flicker. The audience suspended 
attention and looked at the sneezer, and 
the players paused just as he snorted 
ont a third sneeze that ended in a high 
note such as seldom had been heard in 
those parts, though the Metropolitan 
Opera House is near by. El Oapitan 
stretched out his long arms toward the 
man, rolled his big eyes heavenward 
and said in a sepulchral voice: 


"Heaven bless you, sir." 
This brought the audience back tofhe 


stage with a roar, and in a second the 
performance -was running on at high 
pressure, while the fat man chuckled, 
over the fac.t that for a brief space he 
had been the star of the evening. A few 
minutes later a Sun reporter asked Mr. 
Hopper how he was^ affected by the 
fnnny things that happen in the audi- 
ence. After getting a grip on El Capi- 
tan's nose and throwing" down a cnp of 
hot coffee, as he does between acts, he 
answered: 


' 'American audiences are not demon- 


strative, and as a rule things don't hap- 
pen in front. Of course the man wfoo 
sneezed tonight couldn',t help it, but he 
made such a blasting success of it that 
it affected the whole house and there- 
fore the players. If an actor is playing 
a part where he can say something, it 
is the best thing to do, for it makes them 
all laugh and keeps them from noticing 
a pause." 


May Irwin is an actress with whom 


even metropolitan audiences take liber- 
ties. "People have a habit of calling to 
me from the audience when they want 
me to sing a special song or to recite 
something," she said the other evening. 
"One night a man in the body of the 
house called out to "me to recite 'Hia- 
watha. ' He took me off my feet for a 
minute. I couldn't remember a line of 
it, but I called back: 'I will if you'll 
give me my one. I've forgotten how it 
starts.' He gave me the first line, and I 
shouted it for him. 


"When I -was 'playing the Widow 


Jones one night, during the kissing 
scene between Rice and myself a man 
shouted, 'I'd like to be in your place, 
Mr. Bice. I would.' Eice and I were 
both convulsed, and the audience roared. 
When the piece is funny, it often adds 
to the humorous situation for some one 
in front to do something unusual. 


"I never shall forget an experience I 


had while playing the Widow in Cin- 
cinnati, though of course it isn't art for 
an actor to see anything that goes on in 
front or to recognize anybody in the au- 
dience, and I never do—I don't think. 
One night, as I was saying, in the city 
of cinders and beer, I noticed the queer- 
est looking old woman down in front. 
She looked like a farmer's wife, and she 
kept peering up at me over her glasses. 
She didn't laugh once, and in all my 
life I never saw a human being take a 
play so seriously. She was with another 
woman who was equally serious. Final- 
ly the old woman jumped up and, peer- 
ing at me over her glasses and shaking 
her finger in my face, said, with & rasp- 
ing, western twang: 
" 'Well, you don't look one bit like 


her.' 


"I was flustered, but I managed to 


gasp: 


"'Like whom?' 
"'Like the Widow Jones,' she an- 


swered. 


"'Well, I am,'said I 
"'I don't believe a word you're'Say- 


in,' said she, 'for I know'd the Widow 
Jones and her husban' nigh on to 20 
years ago. I stood tip with 'em when 
they was hitched, and you don't look like 
her. She went off from these parts, and 
I heerd she was a widow and that Jones 
was dead, and then I heerd she was at 
this the-ater, and I cum to see. Yon ain' t 
the Widow Jones, and I just want to say 
one thing more—I don't see how you 
dare to take other people's names and 
use 'em.' 
" With that she flounced out, but the 


next day when I appeared at a rehearsal 
she was on hand to give me another 
blast. I explained to her how it was. 
She'd never seen a play before and. had 
come SO miles to see her old friend, the 
Widow Jones. There was a time when 
euch things frightened the life out of 
me, but I've learned to turn them to 
good account" 


Perhaps there is not another man on 


the stage so phlegmatic as Burr Mcln- 
tosh during unusual occurrences in 
front Ho lays his coolness all to the 
training he got on the football field 
when he was at Princeton. 
'' I find more unexpected things hap- 


pen on the stago than in the audience," 
said Mr. Mclutosb. "However, the first 
night we opened in 'At Piney Ridge' I 
got a piece of advice torn the front. I 
said to the villain, 'You let' the colo- 
nel's baby up thar, an you brung yo' 
own down heah.' And his lines follow: 
'You lie.' I instantly make a movement 
as if to strike him; buK remembering 
that Indies are present, my arm drops to 
my side. A man in front was so infuri- 
ated with the heartless villain that he 
called out to me: 'Soak him, Jack I Hit 
him a good one for hunk,' and then he 
hissed like a mad gander."—Nc\v York 
Sun.

How the Man Who V»e» a. Rubber 


Buud Around Hln Wad Fixe* Up Hl»

ery Pocket. 
A great many men have cranky ideas 


about preparing their bills for ready 
handling. One plan is to fold each bill 
separately, keeping the denominations 
apart in the various divisions of their 
pocketbooks. This method facilitates 
the search for the desired sum when 
making a purchase. This is almost a 
sure guard against passing out a bill 
of the wrong denomination. 
'

Then there are men who make a 


neat roll of all their bills. The first is 
rolled by itself to about the size of a | 
lead pencil, the next Is lapped about! 
it, and so on to the end. Then a rub-1 
ber band is placed about tho entire 
lot. When it is desired to use one of 
tho bills, the rubber is removed and 
> 


the end of the first bill caught be-1 
tween the thumb and forefinger of the 
right hand while the roll is held be- 
tween the thumb and forefinger of the 
left hand. Then the bill is quickly un- 
wound, aone of the others being dis- 
turbed. 


A great many men never carry a 


pocketbook. 
One reason for this is 


that a well worn purse more easily 
slips from the pocket than a roll of 
bills. Then, again, the bulk of a pock- 
etbook is annoying. It takes up too 
much room, especially where the pan- 
taloons are made snug. When pocket- 
boobs are not carried, a favorite re- 
ceptacle is the watch pocket. When 
this is used, the bills are made up into 
a little, hard bunch. TBeir presence 
is always felt against the body. In a 
crowd there is no danger of losing 
them, and when traveling with any 
considerable sum this is a safe de- 
pository. 


Some men have a fad of carrying a 


lot of new bills in an envelope that is 
kept in one of the inside pockets. Now 
and then a man is found who keeps a 
few bills in every pocket. He goes on 
the theory that if he is «>bbed of one 
lot a sufficient amount will remain to 
las't him until he reaches home. He 
starts out feeling that he is going to 
be robbed and makes provision^ meet 
every possible emergency. He usually 
makes three folds of his bills and 
tucks them away in the corners of his 
pockets with extreme care. He does 
not feel surprised if he finds upon 
making an inventory after/ arriving 
tome that a part of his funds has dis- 
appeared, as he expected to be robbed. 


Any number of men are found who 


keep only a little working capital in 
their trousers pockets, the bulk of their 
funds being concealed in broad, flat 
wallets in the inside pocket of their 
waistcoats. These bills are always of 
large denominations and folded" once. 
When a man brings £orth his reserve 
funds, it will be found that all the 
bills have a smooth, bright appear- 
ance. They have been with him so 
long that they are as flat as- a sheet 
from a letter press. 


Very few men in this country carry 


coins in purses. In England purses are 
common. The material is generally 
pigskin, but undressed kid is also used 
extensively. 
The former have two 


compartments, one for small gold coins 
and the other for silver. It is some- 
times amusing to watch a man with a 
little undressed kid bag pay his fare 
on the street cars, especially if he is 
wearing thick dogskin gloves. 
Only 


conductors with great patience can 
watch the proceeding with complacen- 
cy. A woman can pick out five pennies 
from beneath a roll of bills in con- 
siderably less time than it takes the 
man with the kid purse to bring forth 
a nickel. 
One reason that the kid 


purse is not popular is because it feels 
like the half of a small dumbbell in 
the pocket when fairly well filled. In 
London it is the proper thing to carry a 
pigskin owing to the large circulation 
of sovereigns. It is essential to keep 
the gold and silver separate in order to 
avoid mistakes. 


There are coin cranks as well as pa- 


per money cranks. 
Some years ago 


there lived a little, round faced man 
over in the Bacii Bay who came into 
the business district every week day 
morning at precisely 9 o'clock. 
In 


paying his fare he always passed up a 
bright, new nickel that looked as if it 
had come to him fresh from the mint. 
Where or how he got them was a mys- 
cery to the conductor, but he finally de- 
cided that his customer was connect- 
ed with some banking institution and 
that the new money was used to es- 
cape the chances of contracting disease 
through the handling of money that 
bad been in common use. 


There are any number of people who 


cannot let go a new coin without ex- 
periencing a pang. They will hold on 
to a new half dollar until the last ex- 
tremity. Then there are those who 
visit the subtreasury every few days 
and get a pocketful of new 19 cent 
pieces. They experience a special de- 
light in passing them out, as they feel 
that those who receive them will'won- 
der "who that man is."—Boston Her- 
ald.

plague, the deadliest of all enemies to 
mankind, now enjoying Its first march 
upon Yankee soil. 


The mail who has been commissioned 


commander in chief of this new army 
and who will save his country from 
the dreaded foe trying to reach us by 
both the Atlantic and Pacific, is Sur- 
geon General Walter Wyman of the 
marine hospital service. 
Around our 


continental boundaries he has already 
forgod an impregnable chain of de- 
fenses. 
The war department, which 


rules our recent acquisitions, a few 
days ago empowered this same emi- 
nent disease fighter to similarly fortify 
such of our insular possessions as have 
not yet been endangered and to draw 
up for those now invaded an unspar- 
ing plan of attack, siege and extermi- 
nation.

similar to that used in the south dur- 
ing several of our giant smallpox epi- 
demics, but much more aggressive. 


As each town, either in the Philip- 


pines or in Hawaii, is suspected of har- 
boring a dangerous number of plague 
victims, it will be immediately sur- 
rounded by veritable lines of picket 
guards, on sea as well as land, when 
necessary. All persons will be confined 
within this area. None but the med- 
ical officers and their brave assistants 
will be allowed to make entrance or 
exit. The locality will then be divided 
into sections, each under a medical ex- 
pert, and a house to house Investiga- 
tion will be made. Suspected victims 
will then be removed in ambulances to 
a hospital, their houses cleansed with 
antiseptic solutions and the remainder 
of the population removed to what will 
be known as a "probation camp," a 
cleared space In the vicinity. 


A model camp has been devised for 


this purpose, and. plans and instruc- 
tions for its rapid construction will be 
put iji the hands of all officials. It con- 
sists of a wide, central rectangle, sur- 
rounded on three sides by as many 
separate camps of small tents, or, 
when convenient, small cabins of 
boards. On the fourth side there are 
dining 
rooms, 
kitchens, laundries, 


storehouses and offices. A guardhouse 
lor those who attempt to escape or 
otherwise misbehave is erected In one 
corner. 
In each camp of thia kind 


strict military discipline will be ob- 
served. Buglo calls will 
announce 


hours for meals, rising and retiring. 
The sanitation of the camp will be in- 
sured by rigid rules, applying to each 
individual. A hospital reservation will 
be provided a little to one side, and 
here each of those on probation who 
fall victims to the plague will be car- 
ried for confinement or treatment. 
All probationers must remain within 
the picket lines of the camp until the 
medical officials are reasonably sure 
that the plague bacilli shall have failed 
to develop any disease in their bodies. 
Should the infected locality be ad- 
jacent to the shore, revenue cutters or 
other small craft will patrol and guard 
all water approaches. Officers in uni- 
form will board trains goJng in or out 
and demand from each passenger a 
certificate defining his movements dur- 
ing the week or more previous.

A drop of the liquid injected by means 
of a hypodermic syringe will kill a 
guinea pig within about five days and 
a rat within about two days. Rats 
and mice when merely pricked with a 
needle dipped will die. This great sen- 
sitiveness of the rat has caused him to 
become the favorite of the bacteriolo- 
gist engaged in work upon this partic- 
ular disease, and it is doubtful wheth- 
er the radical antivivisectionist will 
raise a very loud howl in his defense 
when that individual takes into consid- 
eration that he is the most dangerous 
of all spreaders of Ihe black plague. 
In the Wient he has this year carried 
the disease from port to port in ships 
positively known to have borne no hu- 
man victims. It having been kiLown 
for many years that rats make their 
way from ship to shore over the haw- 
sers during the night, the Russian gov- 
ernment has lately adopted for use 
upon all of its ships in the, plague belt 
a cast iron trumpet shaped tube to be 
strung upon the hawsers with the big 
end pointing toward the ship. The idea 
is to prevent the rats from making any 
progress beyond this unique trap. 


In these experimental laboratories to 


be established in conjunction with our 
hospitals and quarantine stations the 
utmost precaution will have to be taken 
against the contraction of the disease 
by the physicians themselves.

work must be isolated, and powerful 
antiseptics, such as sulphuric acid, 
must be always at hand, ready to be 
poured upon exposed germs. 


The skilled bacteriologists who will 


be in charge of our laboratories within 
the plague zone will investigate the 
virtues of an antitoxin lately discov- 
ered by Professor Haffhine of Bom- 
bay and now being used in western In- 
dia. This can be prepared by first iso- 
lating germs taken from the sores of 
an infected person. 
Afterward they 


are cultivated and killed by applica- 
tions of intense heat Their dead or- 
ganisms then secrete a poisonous fluid 
which, when injected into the blood of 
a human being, appears to render him 
immune against plague germs and to 
neutralize their effects. 
Dr. Wyman 


lias received a report from Professor 
Haffhine's experiments with this anti- 
toxin. Of 20 rats obtained from a ship 
newly arrived from Europe ten were 
Inoculated, and subsequently the whole 
20 were put in a cage with another in- 
fected with plague. Of those not inoc- 
ulated nine contracted the plague from 
the diseased rat, but only one of those 
inoculated fell a victim to the disease. 


An antitoxin similar to that alleged 


to be the discovery of Professor Haff- 
hine was produced several years ago 
by Dr. Oscar Loew, uow specialist in 
the department of agriculture in Wash- 
fngton. He lately told the writer that 
he would send quantities of his anti- 
toxin to the plague districts. He is of 
the opinion that the dread disease may 
yet get a foothold in Europe and Amer-

The Lady Patronesses of Notre Dame 


school, who were organized about a 
year ago, and who have been active in 
various ways, have decided to disband, 
and the following report from the 
founder will be read with interest: 


Last March a small number of la- 


dies of Notre Dame church banded to- 
gether with the intention of collecting 
cast-off clothing of any members of 
our parish who would like to helo 
toward a good cause.. The society was 
received by everyone with enthusiasm, 
and every individual who was asked 
to join our circle responded readily. 
When we found our circle enlarging 
we concluded to ask to be a recog- 
nized church society. 


Finding the difficulty was this, that 


we might conflict with a charity soci- 
ety already in existence and had done 
much good and was still doing1 good. 
work, it was decided we should ^vork 
for the school, and the name given us 
was Lady Patronesses of Notre Dame 
school. 


The society started with the small 


amount of $5.60 worth of embroidery 
articles given by a member. To set 
each person at work as teaching1 the 
art of embroidery was to be the aim 
of tha society while every member 
felt they were doing charity work. 
Strictly speaking the society was not 
to do any charity for the poor unfor- 
tunates of the city. 


Later on, as the society had no 


funds, great difficulty was encountered 
in taking in enough money to purchase 
articles1 to sst each new member at 
work, as a fine of only 10 cents a 
month was imposed on each member. 
Nevertheless the ladies showed cour- 
age, skill and adaptability to all cir- 
cumstances, a- plan was adopted which 
brought in quite a little money in the 
form of a quilt, which will be drawn 
in the near future. 


The society last September, still in

ENGLISH LAWSUITS. 


They Arc Expensive, arid tl\e Lawyers Iro- 


mnntl Bis Fees and Retainers. 


In England there arc naauy fees to bo 


paid by the unhappy client of a lavryer 
that are unknown here in America. 
There is a retaining fee, which is a 
guinea, and a half crown to tho clerk, 
besides *he brief fee, which is more im- 
nortanxv Then there is the "refresher" 
of the loader and the "refreshers" of 
the subordinate tlawyers. In England 
the leader's refreshment, which is dua 
after five hours, the brief1 fee being sup- 
nosed to cover only the getting up of the 
case, is 10 guineas, or a little over §50, 
while §25 must be paid to the lesser 
lawyers. 


According to English etiquette, no 


counsel can leave his circuit to plead in 
another without a special retainer, 
which, in most cases, cannot be less 
than 300 guineas. This is probably to 
discourage "poaching." 


A would be client once wrote to a 


famous American lawyer, stating a case 
for his opinion and inclosing a $20 
note. The lawyer did not reply, where- 
upon the client wrote a second letter 
and received word from the lawyer that 
he had read the case and formed an opin- 
ion, but somehow it stuck in his throat. 
The client took the hint and sent a §100 
note, receiving the lawyer's opinion by 
the nest mail.

BOER FIGHTING FORCE. 


Their 
Military 
Advantages' 


Pointed Out by an Expert. 


AMSBIOAN 
GENERAL'S RESUME. 


In Mobility He Claim* They Excel 


tbe Brttlub More Than In Any 
Other Respect— Are 'Well Supplied 
With munitions of War— Their R«- 


The defense of their bonier which is 


now being made by the Boers of the 
little Dutch republics against the Brit- 
ish armies Is the wonder of the world, 
says a prominent general of the Amer- 
ican civil war, writing to the New 
York Sun from Grand Rapids. That 
these two small states, whose entire 
male population in 1890 was but 107,- 
000, old and young, should be able to 
defy and for more than three months 
hold in check the military forces of the 
greatest empire of the world has seem- 
ed to many an Incredible and an in- 
comprehensible phenomenon. That It 
is a most striking and remarkable per- 
formance must be admitted, but the 
real inequality upon the seat of war Is 
not so great as at first thought It might 
seem. 


First, let us look at the Dutch side. 


The number of men of military age (Id 
to 60) and of physical aptitude in the 
two states is probably not far from 55,-

under 16 and of men over 60 who are 
bearing arms, and this number will be 
increased by about 6,000. To these 
must be added the foreign legions—the 
Irish, Germans, Scandinavians, Ameri- 
cans and even men of Scotch and Eng- 
lish origin who are serving under the 
flag of the Dutch states—and you will 
bave not less than 5,000 more. To 
those must still be added the acces- 
sions from the Boers of Cape Colony, 
Natal and Bechuanaland, probably not 
less than 15,000 men, and you have an 
aggregate of 80,000 men, a formidable 
army. 


Second, except In the matter of drill 


and discipline they were well prepared 
for the war, well supplied with small 
arms of the beat patterns, with an ade- 
quate supply of the best modern 
breechloading cannon and quick flre 
and machine guns and an abundance 
of unexcelled ammunition. No nation 
ever went to war better prepared. The 
United States at the beginning of the 
Spanish war could not compare with 
them. The English have not shown 
themselves their equals in the range 
and excellence of artillery. The drill 
and discipline which they lacked at the 
beginning they have rapidly acquired 


! since the opening of the campaign. 


They unquestionably have some expert 
European officers among them and cer- 
tainly some former officers of the Unit- 
ed States army. 


Third, the Boers are fighting, If not 


on their own soil, at least on their own 
frontiers; their base of supplies is right 
at their backs, and they have tbe un- 
disputed and unobstructed possession 
of tbe whole railway systems of the 
Transvaal and the Orange Free Stata 
to bring forward supplies and re-en- 
forcements of men. 


They have also the Inside lines. By 


means of tbe railroads they can rapidly 
transfer troops from Ladysmlth to 
Elandsfontein Junction, near Johannes- 
burg, and thence down the Orange 
Free State to Bloemfonteln or to the 
Orange river at Norval's pont or Beth- 
ulie, while the British could only make 
such a transfer by withdrawal to Dur- 
ban and a sea voyage of about 300 
miles to East London arrl fhonce for- 
ward to Molteno. 


The Boers excel the T: I'ih in mo- 


bility more than In any other respect. 
Every Boer has bis hardy Africau po- 
ny, thoroughly hardened and mo ily 
immune to the distempers which are 
liable to carry off the English or Amer- 
ican horses that aiay be shipped in, 
Tbe men are centaurs, habituated to 
the saddle aD<5 capable of mcst ardu- 
ous marches. They have a way of 
"getting there" and being in the right 
place at the right time. At Bc-lmont 
and Knolin (or Grae Pan), where they 
were compelled to fall back before 
overpowering numbers, they brought 
off all their guns, their wagons mud 
most of their wounded and even many 
of their killed. They have never in a 
single Instance been stampeded. Al- 
though at Glencoe and Blendslaagte 
they yielded their position, the enemy 
was unable to follow up tbe success 
and profit by It. 
They have taken 


from the British IS pieces of artillery, 
which ih"j have added to their own 
stock, while the redoubtable British 
have not yet brought off the field a 
single Boer cannon. To all this must 
be added tho religious enthusiasm- 
fanaticism. If you please—of the Boers. 
Like Cromwell at Marston Moor, they 
"trust God and keep their powder 
dry." As the little Dutch boy wrote 
his mother the day after Hlaudslaagte, 
"I.prayed to God and aimed carefully." 
To them this is a "holy war." 
And 


this scni!rac:)t raises the potentiality 
by an equivalent of a large percentage. 


Klnally, they are flctlng upon the de- 


fensive. President Kruger's ultimatum 


give "this advantage."" it enabled 
to advance their frontier beyond the 
Orange river to Colesberg, Stortnberg 
and Barclay East in the colony and 
beyond the Tugela in A'atal. 
They 


have taken up and fortified strong de- 
fensive positions, which the British are 
obliged to assault or successfully tyrn, 
and th° latter movement has thus^far 
been hindered by want of adequate 
transportation. This defensive strate- 
gy, together with the possession of the 
passes of Natal and the line of the 
Orange and the Caledon, fully doubles 
the resisting force of the Boers, and 
Field Marshal Roberts should have 
under his command 150,000 men'to In- 
'sure superiority upon the theater of 
war. 


There can be no denying that the 


British commanders have made griev- 
ous errors, most of which have been 
based upon an underestimate of their 
opponents. The great losses of such 
crack organizations as the Highland 
brigade and the Irish fusileers have 
disheartened not only those commands, 
but have also taken a good deal of the 
dash out of the whole army. It is a 
long way from Ladysmith to Pretoria, 
and the mids'ummer solstice is likely 
to see the war still unfinished. The 
Boers have twice attempted assaults— 
at Wagon hill on Jan. 6 and near Rens- 
burg on the morning of the 15th—and 
the results will probably have the ef- 
fect to hold tbern strictly to the defen- 
sive in the future. 


GIANT TREES THREATENED. 


Effort Being Made to Save Sequoia* 


of Calaveras From Lumbermen. 
The San Joaquin Valley Commercial 


association Is taking steps to preserve 
the famous Calaveras grove of big 
trees, owned by J. L. Spcrry, but 
which will probably pass into the 
hands of a large lumber firm which 
has secured an option on this famous 
wonderland of c<_ tral California. It is 
the intention of the new owners, ac- 
cording to a Stockton (Cal.) dispatch to 
the Los Angeles Times, to erect several 
large sawmills in Calaveras county, 
and they will then turn all of the large 
trees, which have been one of the 
points of interest to visitors, into lum- 
ber, unless Immediate steps are taken 
to save them. 


President Buell of the San Joaquin 


Valley Commercial association has ap- 
pointed a committee to secure all data 
possible on the matter and a report 
will be presented at the next session of 
the association at Merced, Feb. 6. 
Buell has also communicated with the 
California Water and Forest associa- 
tion and the Sierra clnb, calling atten- 
tion to the situation and requesting 
their assistance In saving this wonder- 
ful grove from destruction. 


The committee will also communi- 


cate with Congressman De Vrles to 
learn If something cannot be done at 
once by congress to save the Calaveras 
big trees, which are famous the world 
over. He will be urged to have a na- 
tional park set aside, to Include the 
sequoias, as has been done in Mariposa 
and Tulare counties, where lumber- 
men got within striking distance of the 
big trees in those sections.

mache representations of'parts and or- 
gans of the human body, colored simi- 
lar to nature. Some are life size, euoto 
as a pair of lungs and a stomach, but 
others, an eye and an ear for instance, 
are large enough to have belonged to 
the giant who was knocked out by 
Jack. A weird model of a head dem- 
onstrates unpleasantly how you would 
look If your skin were peeled off your 
face. Every vein and nerve and mus- 
cle Is carefully outlined and colored. 
A figure displaying the entire interior 
of a torso, colored to represent nature, 
shows us that all sorts of tints go to 
make us up inside. One Is apt to think 
Of oneself as being of one harmonious 
red Interiorly, but this Is all wrong, It 
appears. 


Studying these figures sets one won- 


dering where they come from and who 
models them. It would be an occupa- 
tion congenial to few, one would sup- 
pose. A gentleman who came to the 
door for a moment courteously answer- 
ed a lot of questions asked by an In- 
quisitive person. 


"These models," said he, "are all 


made in Germany and France. There 
are none made in this country. Yes, 
the manufacturer's assistants make 
their originals in clay, working direct- 
ly from subjects obtained In hospitals 
and morgues. Azou of Paris is the 
largest manufacturer of this line of 
goods. They make models of sections 
of animals also. For instance, we now 
have an order for a deer. Come Inside 
and let me show you more of the 
things." A glass case in the rear of 
the store was filled with all sorts of 
parts of oil sorts of animals, human 
and otherwise. 


"Isn't this a beautiful heart?" said 


he enthusiastically, exhibiting a life 
size organ of papier mache, divided >sp 
into little hinged parts and colored 
red and tan and pink and blue. 


"It sells for §9. A little throat, sim- 


ilarly colored and divided, would cost 
you ?3 if yonr fancy ran to that kind 
of bric-a-brac. 
A beautiful little bit 


df mechanism composed of papier 
mache, bone and wire, illustrating the 
nerves connecting the tongue with the 
ear, and various intricate auricular ar- 
rangements you can buy for $35." 


There was a shelf full of brains and 


another full of animals' legs and stom- 
achs and livers and things. Altogether 
It was a pretty bloody looking kind of 
show on account of the quantities of 
red paint used to illustrate large sec- 
tions of muscle. Then standing up in 
one corner was a life size figure of a 
man composed of innumerable sep- 
arate pieces, so that any part could be 
taken off and individually studied. One 
side demonstrated the muscle forma- 
tion and the other the veins and nerves 
and arteries. This figure can be bought 
for §300 by any one who wishes such 
an ornament. 


Then there were genuine skulls and 


skeletons. The French excel us also 
In the preparation of human bones 
for the market. An articulated skull 
of American workmanship would cost 
§9. 
A skull of French articulation 


was priced at $23, and the work was 
admirable. All the most delicate little 
bones were carefully preserved and ar- 
ranged, and it was subdivided into 
many small parts, held together with 
tiny brass hinges. The top of the skull 
was sawed evenly off, so as to form a 
sort of cap, but the other openings 
seemed irregular and dovetailed. This 
was explained thus: 


"Do you know how they separate a 


skull into its various parts? 
Well, 


they pack it full of sawdust, which 
they then wet. Tbe sawdust expands 
and bursts the skull apart along its 
natural joinings or sutures. These are 
then hinged and wired, as you see. It 
all requires most delicate manipula- 
tion by an expert. Tramond of Paris 
is the leading artist in skulls and 
bones. The business of modeling these 
papier mache organs and of articulat- 
ing' bones is not an overcrowded one, 
as there is not a large demand for 
such things. Schools and colleges are 
the chief buyers of the articles. There 
are precious few students, as you may 
imagine, who can afford to invest so 
much money in models for private 
study."

Hands of [he Troy 


Jury 


DEFENSE'S STIRING PLEA 


Prosecution Attacks Expert Testimony. 


Mother in Court a Bid for Sympa- 


thy. Closing Scenes and Testi- 


mony Yesterday Afternoon 


The triai of Archie Mull, charged 


with the murder of Nelville B. Lord in 
Nassau, September 29, -was ended thia 
morning by the judge's charge, and 
the case was given to the jury. The 
hearing of evidence was closed yes- 
terday, and in the afternoon the law- 
yers made their closing arguments. 
Throughout the day Mull's mother and 
little sister occupied seats.near hie side. 
During Mr. Fursman'a discourse Mrs. 
MuH sat with her face burled in her 
handkerchief, weeping1. When 
refer- 


ence was made to her attitude toward 
her son and the possible truth of her 
testimony she sobbed hysterically, and 
her form was convulsed with grief. 


Beside her with wonderful composure 


sat the son, who was being tried for his 
life. His head was thrown back, aoid 
to the casual observer he gave but 
little evidence of an appreciation of 
his grave position. A close Inspection, 
however, showed that he could not 
conceal the nervousness he felt. His 
eyes shifted constantly about the 
room 


Argument for the Defense 


Lawyer Fursman addressed the jury 


for the defense. He reviewed the evi- 
dence, saying of the state's witnesses, 
"If you believe these witnesses when 
they testified as to the time they saw 
Mull at various points along the road 
there could be no- possibility of his 
presence in the place where the crime 
was committed." * 


Of Witness Hotalhrg1, the farm hand, 


he said: 
"Perhaps you think I am 


going to say something mean about 
Hotallng. You saw him. You saw his 
manner on the stand. 
If you would 


convict a man, even to the county jail, 
on the testimony of a man, like him you 
would lose even your own self respect- 
Hotaling declared one minute on the 
stand that he told the truth and admit- 
ted the next moment that he lied. 
What caused him to change his testi- 
mony? Because he knows more about 
this crime than, he dares tell. I be- 
lieve he is guilty. I believe that if he 
was put on. the inquisition or through 
the thirty-third degree^ as this bey 
Mull jvas at the North Adems police 
station, he would confess it. . It's a 
lucky thing for him that little Arthur 
Snyder lived and fastened the" crime 
upon another." 


He then tried to work on the sym- 


pathies of the jury by describing the 
"sizzling flesh and quivering grasp" of 
execution, and made a plea for the 
mother's sake. 


When Mr. Fursman concluded his ad- 


dress Mrs. Mull arose and left the 
room. Then District Attorney Howard 
commenced summing up for the prose- 
cution. 


The People'* Cai« 


District Attorney Howard also re- 


viewed ' the evidence at some length. 
He altacl-cd the line of defense arid de- 
clared that it was bad taste to bring 
the little brother and sister of the ac- 
cused into court to listen to the ter- 
rible tale of their brother's crime. He 
asserted that it was for spectacular 
effect alone that they were broughtin. 
That is to excite the sympathy of the 
jurors. 


Mr. Howard nfxt referred 
to the 


various witnesses for the defense. He 
said: "What mother would not stretch 
her story, would not vary her tale by 
fifteen or twenty minutes to save the 
life of her boy? Such a mother would 
be inhuman. She would be possessed 
of a heart of stone. What is more 
reasonable than upon seeing the peril 
of her boy that this mother should vary 
her story to fit the circumstances? 


He attacked expert testimony, and 


expressed contempt for the 
doctors 


who for high pay testified that Sny- 
der's memory might be affected and 
that he would be subject to hallucina- 
tions. He said: "I could have secured 
these same doctors to give testimony 
diametrically opposite to that now 
given had I seen them first. Of all 
evidence that is ridiculous, that should 
be scoffed at and disregarded, is the 
evidence of paid witnesses." 


Judge Chester held his charge over 


to this morning. 


Tile Closliisr Evidence 


The prosecution introduced three new 


witnesses in rebuttal yesterday to 
show that Mull went to the house of 
Lord on the evening of September 29. 
The rest of yesterday until the begin- 
ning of the arguments was occupied 
with the defense's evidence. 


Clerk Fagaai was the first witness 


called by Mr. Fursman, who asked him 
in reference to judgments filed against 
N. B. Lord between. 1885 and 1898. The 
district attorney 
objected, 
on 
the 


ground that the evidence was imma- 
terial, and Justice Chester sustained 
the objection. 


Mr. Fursman argued that the people 


had alleged that N. B. Lord carried 
large sums, of money with him. He 
proposed by the witnesses to show that 
Lord not only had little money, but 
that there were numerous judgments 
against him and that he had once been 
arrested on a body execution. The 
court sustained the district attorney's 
objection and Mr. Fursman took an ex- 
ception. 


For the purpose of getting the mat- 


ter on the record Deputy Sheriff At- 
wood was called and testified to ar- 
resting Lord at his house on a body 
execution for the payment of a judg- 
ment. The witness declared to the dis- 
trict attorney that Lord had refused 
to settle, but had shown a roll of bills 
at the time. 


Minot Mull testified that September 


18 he went to bed about 9.30 o'clock 
and found Archie, his brother, the ac- 
cused, in bed. The witness was sure 
Archie did not leave the bed that night. 
The witness had owned the brown coat, 
which the defendant wore on the nut- 
ting expedition. The morning of Sep- 
tember 29 the witness eaw hl3 brother 
about'8.30 o'clock at the creamery. He 
testified that Archie had won some 
monoy one night during the fair. 


Stenographer Kelly was sworn and 


gave evidence concerning the testi- 
mony of several of the state's wit- i 


nesses. This line ot evidence was in- 
tended to show the dlscrepaacies and 
differences in the testimony on the two 
triale. This examination lasted more 
than an hour. ' 


The defense announced at the con- 


clusion of the stenographer's testimony 
that the defendant rested his case at 
this point.

The 
capacity of the machine for making1 !ce 
will be 35 tons a day. if run to its full 
capacity. The ice will be made from 
the purest water. It is the intention 
of the company to> secure this from 
deep wells. The water will be dis- 
tilled, boiled and filtered twice, so that 
it will be as nearly absolutely chemi- 
cally pure as it is possible to have it. 


The cost of manufacture will be such 


that the ice can be retailed at riot over 
the price charged for natural ice last 
year. The company will in all probab- 
ility nio-t retail any ice, but will sell 
it at wholesale to retailers, who will 
deliver it from house to- house. 
The 


company counts on a large business, 
as the price will be uniform, there will 
be no chance to increase it by any 
combination of dealers, and it will be 
purer than any natural ice. There is 
no doubt concerning the ?cce>pta.nce 
•of ice made in this way by the health 
authorities. 


There has never been a cold storage 


plant in this "city, and it is expected 
that this part of the business will 
prove a great convenience to dealers as 
well as a source of profit to the com- 
pany.

Meanwhile, he knew of 
no way in which to slop the cutting 
down of the forest, and this is from 
present appearances likely to continue 
all the winter. In fact, the commis- 
sioners not only knew that the forest 
was being cut down, but it is not im- 
probable that they knew some time 
before the work was begun of the ex- 
iptence of the contract which allows 
the dAams man in question to cut 
down this forest so long as the prop- 
erty remained in the hands of a pri- 
vate estate. 


The allowing of the matter to go on 


in this easy manner, while the very 
forest for whose preservation the state 
in part voted the appropriation for the 
reservation is being ra.pidly cut away 
seems to be on unfortunate neglect of 
an opportunity which is rapidly going 
to waste, and which has called out a 
good deal of comment from local men 
•v\ho are interested in seeing the real 
purpose cf the state carried out as' 
far as possible. 


The hope is freely expressed that the' 


commission will not allow the work 
of devastation vo proceed any longer 
than is necessary.
